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Character  of  a  Normal  School. 


THE  Normal  School  is  an  institution  in  which  teachers  receive  a 
professional  education.  Its  object  is  two-fold.  First,  the  acqui- 
sition of  knowledge,  the  cultivation  of  the  intellectual,  moral  and 
physical  powers ;  second,  and  specifically  the  object  of  the  school, 
training  in  the  application  of  knowledge  and  skill  in  the  education 
of  others.  Hence  the  Normal  School  is  a  professional  school.  Its 
mission  is  to  prepare  the  student  for  the  great  art  of  teaching. 
While  it  is  true  ' '  that  the  mere  possession  of  knowledge  does  not 
make  one  a  teacher  any  more  than  the  possession  of  powder  and  shot 
makes  him  a  marksman,"  yet  it  is  no  less  true  that  a  teacher  can- 
not become  proficient  in  the  art  without  knowledge  and  culture. 
The  State  authorities  have  kept  in  view  this  principle  in  providing 
the  courses  of  study  for  the  State  Normal  School. 

The  Elementary  Course,  as  recently  revised,  now  practically  re- 
quires an  attendance  of  three  years.  Many  students  are  too  eager 
to  complete  the  course  in  the  shortest  possible  time,  and  thus  fail  to 
receive  the  full  benefit  of  the  training  that  might  be  afforded  bj^  a 
longer  continuance  in  the  school.  Pupils  should  not  be  too  anxious 
to  enter  the  Junior  or  Senior  Classes.  There  will  be  no  time  to 
makeup  back  studies.  In  such  cases  the  work  cannot  be  well  done, 
and  the  lack  of  elementary  training  from  not  having  begun  the  work 
in  the  lower  classes  will  never  cease  to  be  a  cause  for  regret. 

Before  seeking  admission  to  the  Junior  Class,  the  student  should 
be  able  to  read  fluently  and  with  understanding  ;  should  be  a  good 
speller,  write  rapidly  and  legibly,  and  be  familiar  with  the  proper  use 
of  the  diacritical  marks.  He  should  be  able  to  use  the  dictionar)'. 
The  principles  of  arithmetic  should  be  understood  through  percent- 
age. He  should  habitually  use  good  English,  and  be  familiar  with 
the  general  rules  for  punctuation  and  use  of  capital  letters.  He  should 
know  how  to  analyze  an  ordinary  English  sentence,  and  classify  the 
parts  of  speech,  and  give  their  ofiice  and  construction.  In  addition 
to  a  fair  knowledge  of  the  branches  required  by  law  to  be  taught  in 
the  public  schools,  he  should  be  familiar  with  the  facts  and  principles 
relating  to  our  Government,  and  have  some  knowledge  of  the  rudi- 
ments of  music. 

As  recently  revised,  the  following  are  the  Courses  of  Study  : 
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Elementary  Course. 


first  year. 

Orthography,  Reading,  Physiology  and  Hygiene,  U.  S,  History, 
Penmanship,  Geography,  Vocal  Music  and  Civil  Govenmient. 
Classes  are  maintained  throughout  the  year  in  these  branches,  ex- 
cepting Civil  Qovemment,  wliich  is  taught  only  during  the  Spring 
term.  Students  may  take  an  examination  in  these  branches  before 
the  State  Board  of  Examiners,  and  if  satisfactory,  will  be  granted  a 
certificate  stating  the  fact.  This  will  exempt  such  persons  from 
taking  further  examinations  in  the  above  named  brandies  in  this 
school.        , 

Daily  classes  are  also  conducted  in  .Arithmetic,  English  Gram- 
mar and  Methods  of  Teaching.  Students  preparing  to  take  the 
examination  in  the  First  Year  Course  may  recite  with  the  higher 
classes  in  such  branches  as  they  are  qualified  to  study. 

Junior  Tear. 

A  student  may  be  admitted  to  the  Junior  Class  without  pre- 
viously taking  a  final  examination  in  the  branches  included  in  the 
First  Year  Course. 

In  such  case  the  examination  before  the  State  Board  of  Exam- 
inerji  at  the  end  of  the  year  will  include  all  the  branches  of  both 
years.  The  burden  will  be  materially  lessened  if  separate  examina- 
tions Ix;  taken. 

The  ffjllowing  outline  of  the  year's  vk/ork  is  made  on  the  suppo- 
sition that  the  work  of  the  First  Year  has  been  completed.  The 
year  has  been  divided  into  quarters,  for  the  purpose  of  lessening  the 
numlxir  of  recitations  per  day.  The  tjuartcrs  will  not  coincide  with 
the  terms  into  which  the  year  is  divided  in  the  Calendar  on  the 
second  page  of  the  Catalogue.  The  outline  is  constructed  for 
Juniors  who  attend  during  tlie  entire  year.  Special  classes  will  be 
organized  during  the  Spring  term  to  accommodate  experienced 
teachers  atid  high  school  graduates  desiring  to  take  the  Junior 
examination  who  cannot  attend  this  school  the  entire  year.

The  course   of  stud}-    as   recentlj^    revised,    requires   Physical 
Training,  and  also  a  course  in  Manual  Training  for  the  Senior  Class. 

Each  student  is  required  by  legislative  enactment  to  teach  at 
least  21  weeks  in  the  Model  School  for  a  period  of  45  minutes  each 
legal  school  day,  before  he  can  graduate  in  the  Elementary  coiirse, 
and  may^e  required  to  teach  during  the  entire  year. 

The  Senior  Class  will  be  required  to  conduct  Weekly  Literary 
Exercises  under  the  direction  of  a  member  of  the  Facult}-. 

A  Thesis  must  also  be  written  on  a  professional  subject  and  sub- 
mitted, first  to  the  teacher  of  Literature,  and  afterwards  to  the  State- 
Board  of  Examiners. 
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Preliminary  examinations  are  held  by  the  Faculty  during  the 
year  in  the  branches  of  the  course.  As  a  rule,  however,  the  grade 
made  in  class  work  by  the  student  is  the  grade  submitted  to  the  State 
Board  of  Examiners.  Such  grade,  together  with  a  written  recom- 
mendation, signed  by  all  the  members  of  the  Faculty,  entitles  a 
.student  to  appear  before  the  State  Board  for  final  examination. 


Post  Graduate  Course.-One  Year. 

(Adopted  pfbruary  i,  1891.) 

Solid  Geometry,  Plane  Trigonometry,  Surveying,  Three  Books 
in  Caesar,  Three  Books  in  Virgil's  ^neid,  Advanced  Psychology,

Scientific  Course. 


Students  who  have  graduated  in  the  Elementary  Course  can 
complete  the  Scientific  Course  in  two  years.  Those  who  have 
passed  through  the  Post-Graduate  Course  can  complete  it  in  one 
year.     The  following  branches  are  included  in  the  Scientific  Course  : 

Moral  Philosophy,  Logic,  Philosophy  of  Education,  Six  Books 
of  Virgil's  yEneid,  four  Orations  of  Cicero,  Germania  of  Tacitus,  Lit- 
erature, Higher  Algebra,  Solid  Geometry,  Trigonometry,  Survey- 
ing, Analytical  Geometry,  Calculus,  Natural  Philosophy,  Chemistry, 
Geology,  Zoology,  General  History,  Profe.s.sional  Reading,  as  in 
Post-Graduate  Course. 

An  equivalent  of  Greek,  French  or  German  will  be  accepted  for 
Si)herical  Trigonometry,  Calculus,  Mathematical  Natural  Philosophy 
and  Mathematical  A.strononiy. 


Examinations  and  Diplomas. 

Examinations. — The  final  examinations  for  graduation  are 
conducted  by  the  State  Board  of  Examiners.  This  board  consists  of 
the  vState  Superintendent  of  Public  Instruction,  or  his  Deputy,  who 
is  President  of  tlie  lioard,  and  the  Principal  of  another  Normal 
School,  two  vSuperintendents  from  the  Thirteenth  District,  and  the 
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Principal  of  this  school.  Each  student  must  receive  four  votes  out 
of  five  in  order  to  pass  the  examination  and  to  graduate. 

The  examinations  for  entrance  to  the  Senior  Class  are  conducted 
by  the  Faculty  of  the  school  and  by  the  State  Board  of  Examiners. 
The  final  examinations  occur  in  June.  The}'  are  almo.st  wholly  in 
writing  and  last  about  three  days. 

Certificates  for  admission  to  the  higher  classes  ^Yill  be  granted  to 
members  of  the  Junior  and  First  Year  Classes  who  pass  successfullj" 
the  final  examinations. 

Diplomas. — A  graduate  in  the  Elementar3-  Course  receives  a 
diploma  in  which  are  named  the  branches  studied  and  by  w^hich  he 
is  cowstiiutedi  Bachf; /or  of  Elements  (B.  £.).  The  diplomas  of  those 
graduating  in  the  Scientific  Course  enumerate  the  distinctive 
branches  of  the  course.  The  holder  of  this  diploma  is  constituted 
Bachelor  of  Scieit a  s  (^B    S. ) . 

Graduates  in  the  Elementar}"  Course  can  be  examined  in  an^-  of 
the  studies  of  the  Po.st-Graduate  and  Scientific  Courses,  at  any  State 
examination,  and  can  have  these  branches  put  upon  their  diplomas. 

Regular  graduates  who  have  continued  their  .studies  for  tAvo 
years,  and  who  have  practiced  their  profession  for  two  annual 
tenns  in  the  Public  Schools  of  the  State,  and  who  have  presented  to 
the  Facult}-  and  Board  of  Examiners  a  certificate  of  good  moral 
character  and  skill  in  the  art  of  teaching  from  the  Board  or  Boards 
of  Directors  in  whose  employ  the}-  have  taught,  counter- 
signed by  the  proper  Superintendent  or  Superintendents,  may  receive 
diplomas  constituting  them  Ma.sters  in  the  several  studies  embraced 
in  the  Course  in  which  the)'  graduate.  The  graduate  frohi  the 
Elementar}'  Course  receives  the  degree  of  Master  of  the  Eh^nients 
{M.E.).  The  Scientific  graduate  receives  the  degree,  oi  Ma I'ter  oj 
the  Sciences  ( M.  S.  ) . 

These  diplomas  are  permanent  certificates  of  the  highest  grade. 
They  confer  upon  their  holders  the  right  to  teach  the  branches 
named  therein  in  the  Public  Schools  in  Pennsylvania  without  further 
examination. 

Applications  for  diplomas  must  be  presented  to  the  Board  ot 
Examiners  at  the  regular  session. 

State  Certificates. — Practical  teachers  who  have  not  at- 
tended a  Nonnal  School  as  students  may  obtain  a  Teacher's  State 
Certificate  b}^  passing  an  examination  in  all  the  branches  in  the 
course  in  wdiich  they  desire  a ,  certificate  by  the  Faculty  and  the 
State  Board  of  Examiners  at  their  annual  examination. 

Professional  work  is  a  distinctive  feature  of  Nonnal  Schools. 
In  the  Elementary  Course   teachers  are   trained   in  the  Theorv  and 
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Art  of  their  vocation.  The  First  Year  Class  has  daily  recitations  in 
Methods  of  Teaching  the  several  branches.  A  text  book  is  used  and 
a  well  selected  teacher's  librar\-  furnishes  supplementary-  matter  for 
study. 

The  last  quarter  of  the  Junior  Year  is  g-i\'en  to  School  Manage- 
ment, while  during  the  remainder  of  the  year,  Methods  of  Instniction 
are  di.scussed  and  exemplified  by  the  class. 

The  Senior  Class  gives  three  quarters  to  Psycholog\'  and  its  ap- 
plications to  teaching,  and  one  quarter  to  History  of  Education. 
This  theoretic  work  is  accompanied  b}'  practice-teaching  in  the  Model 
School-  Before  graduation,  each  Senior  is  required  to  present  a 
thesis  on  some  professional  subject  of  his  own  selection,  which  is 
submitted  to  the  teacher  of  Literature  and  the  Board  of  Examiners. 

The  aim  is  to  make  the  work  of  the  school  practical  and  helpful. 
Many  students  have  some  experience  as  teachers  before  thej^  come  to 
the  Normal,  some  of  which  is  useful,  while  some  experiences  may 
prove  a  hinderance.  Advantage  is  taken  of  all  helpful  circumstan- 
ces to  strengthen  3-oung  teachers  in  every  phase  of  their  profession. 


Model   School. 


A  Model  School  is  an  indis-pensable  part  of  a  Nonnal  School. 
It  presents  to  the  Professional  Student  an  example  of  what  a  Public 
vSchool  ought  to  be,  and  also  furnishes  those  preparing  to  teach  a 
place  where  they  may  learn  the  Art  of  Teaching    by  actual  practice. 

The  i^rofe.ssional  aim  of  a  Normal  School  is  to  afford  instruction 
in  the  Theory  and  Practice  ofTeacliing.  While  much  of  the  work 
of  the  Nonnal  Cour.se  is  necessarily  scholastic,  the  Professional 
course  in  the  application  of  established  principles,  is  consununated  in 
tlie  actual  work  of  the  Model  vSchool. 

Theory  without  practice  is  like  a  vessel  unlaunchcd.  It  ma}'  be 
ajrixirently  correct  in  its  construction,  but  its  practical  utility  can  be 
estimated  only  by  actual  trial.  Tlieory  must  be  suppk-niented  by 
I)ractice,  Theory  is  preliminary  to  the  Art  of  Teaching.  Art  is 
IKrrfected  in  i>ractice.  In  the  intelligent  application  of  the  Principles 
derived  from  tlie  nature  of  tlie  Mind,  the  nature  of  Knowledge,  and 
tlie  nature  cif  Instruction,  correct  Methods  ofTeacliing  are  established. 

The  teochhig  is  done  by  members  of  the  vSenior  Class,  under  tlit- 
direct  sujK-rvision  of  the  Princi])alofthe  Mork-l  vSchool.  Lesson  plans 
are  preparer!  by  the  teachers  and  tlms  the  ()l)ject  of  each  recitation  is 
established,  while  machine  work  is  practically  eliminated.  The 
Seniors  teach  witli  the  view  (>((////// n-  to  tlie  i^ipil,  holding  as  second- 
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ary  the  tnaifet   taught.     In  education  the  idea  of  development  should 
absorb  the  weaker  idea  of  aiguisitiou. 

One  of  the  instructive  features  of  the  Model  School  is  the  weekly 
teachers'  meeting,  presided  over  hy  the  Principal  of  the  Model  School 
and  attended  by  all  the  Seniors.  Methods  of  teaching  are  discussed, 
points  of  discipline  argued,  observation  lessons  given  and  criticised. 
Many  students  get  more  good  from  a  single  term  rightly  used  in  the 
Model  School  than  thej"  could  from  years  of  schoolroom  work  with- 
otit  advice  or  criticism. 


The  Departments.    ' 

The  courses  of  instruction  arranged  for  this  institution  are 
founded  upon  the  principle  that  thorough  scholarship  is  the  basis  of 
all  good  teaching.  It  is  necessarj^  therefore,  that  a  Normal  School 
make  ample  provision  to  fit  a  teacher  scholasticall}^  for  his  profession. 
A  teacher  needs  to  keep  full)^  abreast  of  the  foremost  educators  of  the 
day.  It  will  be  the  constant  aim  of  this  school  to  provide  for  its  stu- 
dents in  its  various  departments  of  education,  the  best  culture  and  the 
latest  improvements  in  the  realms  of  knowledge. 

It  was  decided  in  1878  that  after  that  date  no  student  should  be 
graduated  in  the  Normal  Classical  Course.  Students  wishing,  how- 
ever, to  pursue  College  preparatory  studies  will  be  provided  for  in  the 
College  Preparatory  Department.

Latin  and  GreeK- 

Students  in  Latin  are  drilled  with  special  care  in  Grannnar. 
During  the  first  j-ear  a  part  of  each  lesson  consists  in  translating 
English  into  Latin,  and  some  attention  is  given  to  the  derivation  of 
English  words  from  Latin  roots.  Three  quarters  are  spent  on  Tuell 
&  Fowler's  book  for  beginners.  This  lays  a  good  foundation  and 
makes  the  study  of  Caesar  an  easy  task.  The  Helvetian  War  is 
read  during  the  second  and  half  of  tlie  third  quarters. 

What  has  been  said  about  Latin  api)liesalso  to  Greek.  vStudents 
preparing  for  College  s}xrnd  two  quarters  on  White's  Greek  Lessons. 
The  first  book  of  the  Anabasis  is  read  (hu'ing  the  remainder  of  the 
school  >'ear.  Tlie  amount  of  the  classics  read  varies  from  year  to 
year,  but  tlie  following  may  l)e  taken  as  the  av^erage  :  Cicsar,  four 
books  ;  Cicero,  six  orations  ;  Virgil,  six  books  ;  Anaba.sis,  four1)()<)ks  ; 
Iliad,  three  books.  No  one  should  exiK-ct  to  prepare  for  College  in 
less  than  three  years,  two-thirds  of  the  time  being  siK'Ut  on  the 
classics.  I'oiuiflation  work  is  the  most  iuijiortant  ;  the  habit 
of  cranuiu'ng  is  sure-  to  prove  (Utriiuc-ntal  to  accurate  scholar- 
ship and  finislied  culture. 

Natural  Science. 

The  aim  in  this  departmeiil  is  not  only  to  give  a  knowledge  of 
facts  in  the  different  branches,  but  to  arouse  an  interest  in  the  world 
of  nature,  to  enable  students  to  become  observant,  analytic,  selfhelj)- 
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ful,  and  to  appropriate  her  vast  resources  in  the  work  of  teaching. 
Instruction  is  therefore  given  in  the  form  of  experiments,  and  the 
student  led  to  interpret  them  and  to  reduce  them  to  theory.  Nature 
is  consulted  first  and  books  second.  This  work  is  supplemented  by 
drawings,  charts,  topical  outlines,  reference  books,  and  daily  recita- 
tions, either  oral  or  written. 

Students  are  also  directed  in  making  apparatus  for  experiments 
in  Physics,  to  enable  them  to  illustrate  the  principles  of  that  subject 
where  no  apparatus  is  furnished  by  the  Board.  Free  use  of  the  Man- 
ual Training  room  is  had  for  this  purpose,  and  the  work  is  under 
guidance  of  the  teacher  in  charge.  Pupils  also  have  free  use  of  a 
large  and  well  selected  collection  of  reference  books  on  scientific  sub- 
jects and  are  drilled  in  a  proper  use  of  them  through  special  reports  on 
some  certain  subject  assigned  them  for  investigation. 

The  institution  affords  nearly  a  thousand  dollars'  worth  of  appa- 
ratus to  illustrate  the  principles  of  Phj'sics  alone,  and  nearly  all  the 
principles  of  Mechanics,  Pneumatics,  Hydrostatics,  Acoustics,  Elec- 
tricity, Heat  and  Optics  can  be  illustrated  before  the  classes. 

In  Physiolog3^  several  hundred  dollars  have  been  spent  in  pro- 
curing charts  and  models.  B3"  means  of  the  latter  the  true  form, 
size,  position,  boundaries,  color,  etc. ,  of  nearly  everj^  organ  and  part 
of  the  human  bodj^  can  be  demonstrated.  Besides  a  Torso,  showing 
all  the  internal  organs  in  position,  among  the  models  of  most  help 
and  need  are  those  of  the  eye,  the  ear,  the  nose,  the  lungs,  the  hand, 
the  foot,  etc. 

A  Chart  showing  the  effect  of  Alcohol  on  the  different  tissues 
also  proves  a  valuable  aid. 

In  the  stud^^  of  Botan3'  the  most  modern  methods  are  adopted. 
The  student  is  assigned  table  room  and  a  compound  microscope,  and 
is  daily  engaged  in  original  investigation  under  direction  of  a 
teacher  or  assistant.  Instead  of  the  mere  learning  of  technical  names 
and  classify- ing  from  books,  the  plant-organ  and  modifications  thereof 
are  actually  observed  even  to  their  cell  structure,  and  the  names  ap- 
plied as  needed.  The  plant  kingdom  is  accordingly  understood  b}* 
the  study  of  types,  and  classification  becomes  natural  and  easy  and 
intelligible.  Among  the  types  studied  this  season  are  Oscillaria, 
Protococcus,  Spirogyra,  Vaucheria  as  Green  Algcc ;  Diatoms  and 
Vw.Q.\xs,,dL?,Brown'^AI^ce ;  Mucor,  Cj'stophus,  Yeast,  Ascobolus,  Lichen 
and  Rusts  as  Fuvgi ;  Mnium,  Funaria,  and  Sphagnum  as  Moss; 
Asphidium  Filix-mass,  Polj'podium  and  Equisetum  as  Pteridophytes; 
Pinus  Strobus  and  Pinus  Sylvestris  as  Gynmospenns ;  Capsella, 
Zea  Mays  as  Angiosperms.  Aside  from  this,  much  work  is  done  in 
gross  structure,  helpful  in  leading  children    to  be  obser\'ant.   Daily 
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talks  and  quizzes  are  given  by  the  teacher,  intended  to  co-ordinate 
the  facts  observed  in  the  laboratory  and  to  stimulate  research  and 
thought.  Here  the  function  of  organs  is  especially  dwelt  upon  and 
interpreted  with  reference  to  the  life  within.  Such  texts  as  Spald- 
ing's and  Campbell's  laboratory  guides  are  the  works  used  in  the 
study.  Drawings  of  facts  observed,  written  reports  and  descrip- 
tions, outlines  and  reports  of  .subjects  assigned  as  special  subjects  for 
investigation,  form  additional  modes  of  work  in  this  department. 

Other  subjects  in  this  department  are  pursued  in  a  similar  method 
to  those  above. 


Mathematics. 


In  the  sphere  of  Mathematics  the  aim  is  twofold  :  to  confer  on 
the  student  a  thorough  knowledge  of  the  branches  taught  that  he 
may  either  in  turn  teach  them  to  others  or  apply  his  knowledge  to  the 
practical  affairs  of  life  ;  and,  to  discipline  his  faculties  by  healthy 
exercise  that  he  may  the  better  cope  with  oljstacles  in  any  sphere 
what.soevxr.  Bacon  never  taught  more  wisely  than  when  he  said  : 
"If  a  man's  wits  be  wandering,  let  him  study  Mathematics." 

In  the  more  elementary  features  of  the  work  a  close  adlierence  is 
maintained  to  actual  business  practice,  that  while  still  emphasizing 
mental  discipline,  the  student  may  not  need  to  unlearn  and  learn 
anew  when  he  leaves  the  school  for  the  counting  room. 

In  tlie  advanced  work  the  student  is  schooled  in  tlie  elements  of 
logic  and  trained  in  the  proce.sses  of  correct  reasoning.  }]y  means  of 
original  exercises  and  demonstrations  he  is  con.stantly  thrown  u])on 
his  own  resources  and  disciplined  to  a  course  of  independent  thought. 
Mensuration  following  Geometry  (as  it  should,  whenever  ]:)rac- 
ticable,)  is  studied  in  its  relation  to  its  underlying  ])rinci])les  ;  but  the 
student-teacher  is  at  the  same  time  trained  in  the  use  of  Geometric 
forms,  dissected  blocks,  and  various  other  devices  for  making  the  sul)- 
ject  as  clear  as  po.ssible  to  pupils  wli(^  have  not  had  the  advantages  of  a 
course  in  Geometry.  vStudents  are  also  required  to  make  these  forms 
for  themselves  under  the  direction  of  the  teacher  in  Mamial  Training, 
In  the  measurement  of  areas,  exercise  is  given  in  actual  field  work 
with  chain  and  compa.ss,  from  which  data  areas  are  plotted  and  com- 
])Uted.  This  phase  of  the  work  will  be  expanded  as  the  necessities 
of  the  cour.se  demand.

The  study  of  Rhetoric  as  pursued  here  is  made  especially  to 
subserve  the  purpose  of  developing  the  student's  power  of  independ- 
ent logical  analysis,  thorough  investigation,  and  effective  elabora- 
tion of  any  and  all  subjects.  The  subject  of  Rhetoric  itself  is  outlined 
in  detail,  and  that  the  study  may  be  made  practical  rather  than 
theoretical,  bi-weekly  essays,  illustrative  of  the  various  forms  of 
discussion,  are  required  on  themes  assigned  by  the  teacher.  Tliese 
are  criticised  by  pupil  and  teacher,  and  criticisms  reported  in  class. 

The  study  of  the  History  of  Literature  is  designed  to  lead  the 
student  to  trace  for  himself  the  evolution  of  English  and  American 
Literature  in  its  various  departments,  the  development  of  the  English 
Language,  and  their  relation  to  the  political,  social  and  moral 
history'  of  the  people.  In  the  limited  term  of  ten  weeks  allotted  to 
this  work,  special  study  is  necessarily  given  to  but  few  individual 
authors,  as  Shakespeare,  Milton  and  Lowell,  around  whom  others  are 
grouped  as  the  latter  are  briefly  sketched.  A  special  effort  is  made 
to  challenge  and  encourage  independent  individual  literary  criticisms 
on  the  part  of  the  student,  taking  into  consideration  the  author's 
advantages,  his  own  pergonal  character,  and  the  character  of  his 
times,  as  well  as  the  subject  matter  and  style  of  his  writings. 


Music. 


The  Department  of  Music,  both  Vocal  and  Instrumental,  will 
have  the  management  and  instruction  of  competent  teachers. 

Each  pupil  receives  two  private  lessons  a  week.  Classes  in 
Harmony  meet  once  a  week.     Good  pianos  are  furnished  for  practice. 

The  following  course  of  piano-forte  studies  will  be  followed  in 

outline,  but  not  exclusivel}' ;  On  completion  of  the  grades  here  given, 

or  equivalent  work,  one  year's  study  in  the  last  grade  and  two  ^-ears" 

study  of  Harmony,  the  Diploma  of  this  Department  will  be  awarded. 

Our  object  is  to  furnish  a  school  where  students  ma^-  be  prepared  for 

any  of   the    larger    conser\'atories,    for    teaching,    or    for  study  in 

Europe.

Hi.story  of  Music,  classes  in  Analysis  of  Com]x>sitions,  Hannony  and 
sliort  lectures  or  talks  on  musical  subjects  hy  the  director.  These 
talks  are  calculated  to  arouse  interest  and  to  give  ])ii])ils  iiironiiatiou 
in  regard  to  their  sturly. 
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ronrerls. 

As  the  students  become  capable  they  will  ]ye  expected  to  take 
part  in  these  concerts  and  thus  familiarize  themselves  with  playino- 
in  public. 

We  aim  to  graduate  finished  pla\-ers,  with  true  taste,  a  good 
technique,  and  a  thorough  understanding  of  what  they  have  done.

Students  are  exercised  in  the  construction  of  mathematical  and 
physical  apparatus,  in  molding  and  drawing  geographical  forms,  and 
in  making  models  illustrating  other  subjects  of  study. 

A  room  has  been  fitted  up  in  the  school  and  is  supplied  with  the 
best  of  wood- working  tools,  which  are  under  the  care  of  a  skilled 
mechanic.  The  teachers  in  the  .several  departments  direct  the  stu- 
dents in  the  matter  of  the  work  to  be  done.

Library. 

One  of  the  most  valuable  features  of  the  school  is  the  Library, 
which  contains  over  4,000  volumes,  selected  with  special  reference 
to  the  wants  of  the  students.  The  room  is  on  the  first  floor  of  the 
main  building,  is  large,  well  appointed,  and  easy  of  access.  It  is 
open  daily  and  free  to  all. 

The  books  are  classified  and  arranged  so  as  to  be  easily  con- 
sulted, and  students  are  urged  to  take  and  read  them.  They  are 
also  encouraged  to  investigate  the  subjects  of  study,  rather  than  to 
memorize  the  subject  matter  of  their  text  books.  This  greath-  in- 
creases the  value  of  study  here.

Connected  with  the  Library  is  a  Reading  Room  which  is  well 
supplied  with  daily  and  weekly  papers,  and  with  the  leading  maga- 
zines.     It  is  also  open  daily  to  all  members  of  the  school. 

General  Feadin^. 

The  ta^te  for  good  reading  cannot  be  overestimated.  There  is 
not  a  subject  on  which  new  light  cannot  be  thrown,  and  to  which 
new  interest  cannot  be  added  by  judicious  reading.  We  hear  so 
much  of  the  "practical"  in  these  daj-s.  Nothing  can  be  more  prac- 
tical than  such  emplo_vment  as  begets  in  us,  first,  the  habit  of  read- 
ing ;  then  the  habit  of  good  reading.

Buildingrs  and  Grounds. 


Seminary  Hall  contains  the  Cliapel,  Auditorium,  Principal's 
Office,  Recitation  Rooms  and  Library. 

Two  Dormitories,  one  for  the  ladies  and  ihe  other  for  the 
gentlemen,  stand  within  a  few  yards  of  Seminary  Hall.  These  two 
buildings  are  heated  by  steam,  li>;hted  with  j^as  and  have  hot  and 
cold  water  and  bath  rooms  on  ever}'  floor,  and  all  the  rooms  are 
carpeted  and  furnished  with  clothes-presses,  Ixjds  and  l)eddin<;-,  tallies, 
chairs,  and  everything-  requisite  for  comfortable  li\'in_i;.  The  teach- 
ers and  boarding  students  take  their  meals  in  the  ladies'  dormitory. 

The  Music  Hall  contains  a  teaching  room,  an  assembl>'  room, 
eleven  practice  rooms,  a  suite  ol'  living  rooms,  a  manual  training 
r(;om,  and  a  gymnasium. 

The  Model  .School  building  is  in  course  of  erection  and  will  be 
comi)lete(l  !>>-  SeiHember  i,  iSfj.).  The  hrsl  (loor  of  this  building 
contains  seven  recitation  roc^ms,  a  Principal's  ofll(x-  and  a  Trustee's 
njom.  i)\\  the  second  flexor  arc  two  recitation  rooms  and  a  laboratory 
for  the  Scientific  I>ei)arlment,  and  two  coinniodioiis  halls  lor  the 
literary  societies.  Tliis  is  one  of  the  finest  structures  in  Clarion,  and 
is  well  arlajAed  for  the  uses  to  which  it  is  dedicated. 

The  Power  House  is  a  neat  two-story  brick  structiue,  in  which 
are  ])laced  four  eighty  horse  boilers  {ox  steam  heating  and  for  power 
for  the  laundry  and  dynamo  engines.  The  .steam  laundry  is  on  the 
second  floor  of  the  building  and  the  equipment  is  complete  for  the 
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purpose  for  which  it  is  intended.  Dynamos  for  electric  lighting  will 
be  added  as  soon  as  the  means  are  at  hand  to  purchase  the  same. 

The  grounds,  over  ten  acres  in  extent,  are  on  an  elevation  over- 
looking the  town,  and  are  graded  in  lawns  and  terraces. 

The  station  of  the  Pittsburgh  &  Western  Raih\-ay  is  on  the 
opposite  side  of  the  street  from  the  buildings.  Trunks  are  delivered 
free  of  charge  into  the  rooms  of  the  dormitories. 


Physical  Culture. 


There  is  a  well-defined  tendency  in  the  modem  schemes  of  edu- 
cation to  return  more  and  more  to  the  old  Greek  idea,  that  mind  and 
body  are  but  as  the  tvvo  well-fitting  halves  of  the  perfect  whole,  de- 
signed mutually  to  support  and  sustain  each  other  ;  that  each  is 
worthy  of  our  constant  care  and  attention,  and  neither  can  be  neglected 
without  seriously  impairing  the  usefulness  of  the  other.  Mere  recrea- 
tive exercise  is  insufficient  for  the  needs  of  the  plastic  bodies  of  the 
young  who  spend  a  large  portion  of  their  time  in  the  constrained 
position  of  study.  Hence  the  necessity  of  a  system  of  physical 
exercise,  and  the  gymnasium  becomes  an  indispensible  adjunct  to  the 
recitation  room.  To  this  end  no  little  time  and  money  have  been 
expended  with  results  which  we  believe  justifj^  all  efforts  put  forth. 

Calisthenks. 

During  the  fall  and  winter  terms  the  ladies  are  marshalled  daily 
in  Normal  Hall,  which  is  commodious  and  well- ventilated,  and  are 
given  for  a  half  hour  a  \'igorous  and  systematic  drill  in  Calis- 
thenics, under  the  supervision  of  one  of  the  teachers.  The  drill  con- 
sists of  breathing  exercises,  free  exercise  bringing  into  play  all  the 
different  parts  of  the  bod)-,  wand  exercises,  furnishing  a  course  of 
beautiful  and  peculiarly'  effective  movements,  exercises  with  Indian 
clubs,  dumb  bells,  the  feather  movement,  which  is  designed  to  add 
grace  of  movement,  marching  and  a  number  of  eas\'  steps  and  games. 
Marching  is  one  of  the  most  facinating  features  of  calisthenic  work, 
and  with  bright  interesting  leaders  an  almost  endless  variet}-  of  exer- 
cises can  be  improvised. 

]V] Hilary  TacVics. 

This  feature  has  been  established  as  a  permanent  institution  by 
the  appropriation  b}-  the  State  authorities  of  one  hundred  Springfield 
rifles  and  ba3-onets  for  the  use  of  the  students.  A  cadet  corps  has 
been  organized,  in  which  a  large  majority  of  the  male  portion  of  the 
school  participate.     The  corps  is  drilled  daily  for  a  half  hour  at  the 
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close  of  the  study  period  in  the  full  code  of  infantry  drill  regulations^ 
including  in  addition  to  the  School  of  the  Soldier  and  of  the  Compa- 
ny, battalion  movements,  re\'iews,  ceremonies,  extended  order  drill, 
guard  duty,  etc. 

In  addition  to  these  systematic  exercises  of  the  school,  the 
grounds  are  adapted  for  baseball,  foot  ball,  croquet,  \a\vi\  tennis,  etc., 
and  the  male  students  by  means  of  an  Athletic  Association  foster  an 
interest  in  athletic  sports. 

All  this  physical  activity  has  been  coincident  ^\•^th  a  degree  of 
health  and  vigor,  and  it  is  but  natural  and  reasonable  to  ascribe  to 
the  two  the  relation  of  cause  and  effect. 


How  to  Reach  Clarion. 


The  school  is  located  at  Clarion,  the  county  seat  of  Clarion 
county,  a  quiet  and  pleasant  village  of  about  two  thousand  inhabi- 
tants, situated  on  the  heights  above  the  Clarion  river.  Cool  and 
bracing  breezes  and  pure  water  contribute  to  the  general  healthful- 
ness  of  the  place  and  make  it  a  delightful  spot  during  the  summer 
months.  According  to  the  last  census.  Clarion  was  reported  as  hav- 
ing the  lowest  death  rate  of  any  point  in  the  United  States. 

Clarion  is  located  on  the  Pitt.sburgh  &  Western  R.  R.,  which 
road,  as  well  as  the  Bradford,  Bordell  &  Kin/.ua  R.  R.,  and  the 
Pittsburgh,  Shenango  and  Lake  Erie  R.  R.,  will  give  .special  rates 
to  students  between  Clarion  and  any  ]ioint  on  their  respective  lines  in 
Pennsylvania. 

vStudents  will  find  it  t(^  tlieir  advantage  to  reach  these  roads  at  the 
nearest  points.  Reduced  rates  have  also  been  procured  from  a  Trans- 
fer Company  in  Pittsburgh  for  conveying  students  and  baggage  from 
any  depot  or  hotel  in  the  city  to  and  from  the  P.  &  W.  R.  R.,  in 
Allegheny. 

Special  rates  have  been  secured  at  hotels  in  Bradford,  Kane, 
Foxburg  and  Brookville. 

Students  desiring  rooms  in  the  dormitories  should  a])ply 
sufficiently  in  advance  of  the  term  during  which  they  wish  the  same  ; 
I  nd  those  wanting  rooms  for  self  boarding  should  be  explicit  as  to 
whether  furnished  or  unfurnished  room  is  wanted.  l^ersons  who 
for  any  reason  change  their  minds  al)out  coming  to  school  after  hav- 
ing secured  rooms,  will  confer  a  favor  l)y  at  once  notifying  the 
liu.siness  Manager.

Literary  Societies, 


Several  literary  societies  and  debating  clubs  are  maintained 
and  students  are  advised  to  join  them  for  the  training  they  may 
receive  in  parliamentar}-  practice  and  the  opportunities  afforded  for 
frequent  exercise  in  composition,  oratory  and  debate. 

In  this  progressive  and  eventful  age  no  young  person  is  well 
prepared  for  the  duties  of  life  who  is  not  familiar  with  the  method  of 
opening  and  conducting  a  public  meeting  and  who  cannot  express 
his  thoughts  in  such  a  meeting.  The  training  received  in  a  well 
conducted  literary  society  gives  these  accomplishments  and  does 
more — it  is  an  incentive  and  an  aid  to  correct  and  systematic  thought. 
The  Ancients  recognized  the  relation  of  thinking  and  speaking,  for 
they  placed  oratory  and  debate  first  in  the  catalogue  of  exercises  for 
mental  development. 

The  testimony  of  many  of  our  students  is  that  they  have  derived 
more  benefit  from  society  work  than  from  any  one  of  the  regular 
branches  studied. 

A  valuable  feature  of  this  work  is  the  Bancroft  Literary  Society, 
in  which  excellent  work  is  being  done,  much  to  the  pleasure  and 
profit  of  its  members.  The  society  has  an  excellent  constitution, 
has  adopted  and  makes  a  special  study  of  Robert's  Rules  of  Order, 
thus  giving  training  in  both  the  theory  and  practice  of  Parliament- 
ary procedure. 

The  Union  lyiterar}*  Society  is  also  carried  on  by  the  students  of 
the  schools  and  stimulates  a  healthful  rivalry  in  this  department  of 
education. 

Two  beautiful  and  commodious  halls  in  the  new  Model  School 
building  are  set  apart  for  the  Bancroft  and  Union  societies,  and  will 
be  occupied  during  the  coming  school  3' ear. 


State  Appropriations. 


By  an  act  of  the  Legislature,  the  following  appropriations  are 
made  by  the  State  to  Normal  Students  and  Normal  Graduates  : 

I.  Each  student  over  seventeen  years  of  age,  who  shall  sign  a 
paper  declaring  his  intention  to  teach  in  the  Common  Schools  of  the 
State,  shall  receive  Fifty  cents  per  week. 
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To  secure  this  allowance,  the  student  must  attend  the  school  at 
least  twelve  consecutive  weeks,  and  recite  daily  in  the  Teachers* 
Training  Class.  The  State  appropriation  is  to  be  deducted  from  the 
tuition. 

2.  Each  student,  (.over  seventeen  years  of  age)  who,  upon 
graduating,  shall  sign  an  agreement  to  teach  in  the  Common  Schools- 
of  the  State  two  full  years,  shall  receive  the  sum  of  fifty  dollars.

Expenses. 

All  bills  are  due  and  must  be  paid  when  the  student  enters  the 
.';chool. 

Tuition  in  all  branches  included  in  the  Normal  department,  one 
dollar  a  week  for  the  term.  The  State  appropriations,  as  explained 
in  the  preceding  section,  will  reduce  tuition  to  fifty  cents  a  week. 

Room  rent,  including  furniture,  bedding',  towels,  heat,  light  and 
washing  of  sheets,  towels,  etc.,  sevent^'-five  cents  a  week.  Students 
furnish  their  own  table  napkins. 

Room  rent  will  be  charged  for  the  entire  j^eriod  for  which  the 
tudent  has  entered. 

Board  for  the  term  will  cost  $2.00  per  week  ;  less  than  a  term, 
S2. 15  per  week. 

Club  boarding  can  ])e  arranged  for  at  rates  to  suit  the  economical, 
as  well  as  those  who  incline  to  take  a  more  generous  living.  Some 
(;f  our  students  have  brought  the  expense  ot  table  board  as  low  as 
>i.55  a  week  in  the  clulis  organized  in  the  town. 


Advice  to  New  Students. 


1.  Call  at  the  Principal's  office  at  once  on  your  arrival. 

2.  Ivnter  all  your  classes  the  first  day,  and  make  yourself 
thoroughly  at  home.  Introduce  yourself  to  your  teachers,  and 
tvust  them  as  your  friends.  They  will  advise,  hel])  and  encourage 
you.     Cheerfulness  on  your  part  will  soon  win  you  many  friends. 

3.  Do  not  take  many  studies.  Many  students  undertake  more 
than  they  can  accom])lish,  overtax  themselves,  and  become  sick  and 
discouraged. 

4.  You  can  save  time,  money,  your  energies,  avoid  worry  and 
mishaps,  by  .seeking  the  ndvice  of  your  teachers  and  availing  your- 
self of  the  same. 
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5.  Choose  3^oiir  own  studies,  but  do  not  drop  a  class  without 
consulting  both  the  Principal  and  the  teacher  of  the  class  in  question. 

6.  On  entering  school,  make  up  your  mind  what  3^ou  wish  to 
accomplish  during  the  term,  then  pursue  your  object  steadily  and 
determinedly.  Let  nothing  divert  )-ou  from  your  purpose.  Such  a 
habit  once  formed  will  go  far  to  bring  you  success  in  life. 

7.  When  it  is  possible,  make  your  arrangements  with  a  view 
to  taking  one  of  the  prescribed  courses  of  the  in.stitution,  and  gradu- 
ating in  the  same.  Students  often  waste  much  energy  and  lose  the 
most  precious  years  of  their  lives  by  attending  school  in  an  aimless, 
perfunctory  wa}-.  It  has  been  proved  in  innumerable  cases  that 
even  where  the  money  to  defray  the  expenses  of  a  course  has  been 
borrowed,  it  will  repay  itself  many  times  over  in  the  increased  value 
of  the  graduate  to  his  employers,  whatever  his  station  in  life. 

All  connected  w^ith  the  institution  will  cheerfully  help  you  if  in 
their  power.     It  is  easy  to  help  those  who  trj-  to  help  themselves. 

The  teachers  of  this  institution  are  selected  with  reference  to 
the  special  fitness  of  each  for  the  work  assigned,  and  much  depend- 
ence wall  be  placed  on  the  interest  w^hich  can  be  aroused  in  the 
classes,  for  good  order,  diligent  study,  and  for  thorough  work. 


Conditions  of  Admission. 


Students  can  enter  the  First  Year  Class  of  the  Normal  Course  at 
any  time  without  examination,  and  will  be  admitted  to  any  class  for 
which  they  are  found  to  be  qualified. 

A  prompt  attendance  at  the  opening  of  the  session  is  very  desir- 
able, both  for  the  progress  of  the  pupil  and  for  the  proper  organiza- 
tion of  the  school. 

The  date  of  the  opening  of  the  session  means  the  da>-  on  which 
the  organization  of  classes  is  effected  and  recitations  actualh*  begin. 
Students  should  therefore  contrive  to  be  present  and  have  all  arrange- 
ments completed  on  the  day  preceding.  It  is  very  essential, 
especially  in  branches  where  the  treatment  of  the  subject  is  contin- 
uous,  that    students  be   present  at   the   first  and    every  recitation. 

On  arriving  at  the  institution,  each  student  should  inquire  for 
the  Principal's  office  and  at  once  procure  a  Ticket  of  Membership, 
which  will  entitle  him  to  the  privileges  of  the  school.  This  ticket 
will  be  his  receipt    for  the   expenses  of  the  term,  and   will  contain 
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coupons,  which,  when  inscribed    with   his  name  and  several  classes, 
will  be  his  passport  to  those  classes. 


Moral  and  Relioious  Influences. 


While  a  State  Normal  School  is  not  sectarian  in  any  particular, 
it  should  be  Christian  in  its  influences.  Daily  Bible  readings  are 
conducted,  and  on  Sabbath  afternoons  an  hour  is  devoted  to  relig- 
ious exercises. 

The  Y.  M.  C.  A.  and  the  Y.  W.  C.  A.  exert  a  powerful  influ- 
ence in  favor  of  good  conduct  and  pure  morals.  Both  organizations 
are  strong  in  the  school  and  are  aggressive  in  their  efforts  to  win 
souls  to  Christ.  The  members  are  diligent  in  looking  after  new 
.students  and  strive  to  make  them  feel  at  home.  Under  the  auspices 
of  these  organizations  are  held  weekly  and  semi-monthly  gospel  and 
missionary  meetings.  Daily  Bible  classes  are  sustained,  embracing 
a  systematic  study  of  the  Word. 

All  students  are  encouraged  to  attend  on  every  Sabbath  the 
church  of  tlieir  choice,  and  pastors  of  all  denominations  are  welcomed 
to  engage  with  the  members  of  the  scliool  in  our  religious  exercises 


Discipline. 

All  government  should  be  self  government.  We  trust  to  the 
honor  of  students  to  conduct  themselves  as  ladies  and  gentlemen. 
They  are  made  to  feel  thai  they  have  a  conunon  interest  in  the  school. 
Thus  to  a  large  extent  tliey  are  a  self-governing  body.  Rules  are 
made  and  promulgated  only  where  good  order  and  the  welfare  of  all 
demand  them,  and  j)enahies  are  for  the  mo.st  part  confined  to  a  re- 
htriction  of  privilege  where  .such  privilege  has  been  abused.  The 
following  rules  have  been  placed  in  all  of  the  rooms  (jf  the  dormitories 
for  information  and  direction  : 

r,  vStudents  are  requested  to  be  in  llu-ir  rooms  f>i'oiu])tly  at  Ihc 
ringing  of  the  first  study  bell. 

2,  During  .study  liours  students  mu.st  not  visit  those  occupying 
cjtlier  roonvs  witlujut  permission  from  the  teacher  of  the  floor  visited. 
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3.  No  loud  talking,  practicing  on  musical  instruments,  or 
other  unnecessary  noise  will  be  permitted  in  the  dormitories  during 
study  hours. 

4.  Students  are  requested  to  walk  quietl)^  through  the  halls 
and  upon  the  stairs,  at  all  times  of  the  day. 

5.  No  scuffling,  boxing  or  other  exercises  leading  to  disorder 
will  be  permitted  in  the  dormitory. 

6.  The  occupants  of  rooms  will  be  held  responsible  for  any 
unnecessary  injurj'^  to  the  property  of  the  room. 

7.  At  the  ringing  of  the  retiring  bell,  students  are  expected  to 
retire  at  once,  and  within  ten  minutes  lights  must  be  extinguished 
in  all  of  the  rooms. 

8.  Students  wishing  to  be  absent  from  their  rooms  for  one 
evening  should  get  permission  from  the  teacher  in  charge. 

9.  Students  who  are  necessarily  detained  from  getting  into 
their  rooms  at  the  proper  time  should  see  the  teacher  in  charge  and 
explain  the  cause. 

10.  Permission  to  leave  town  for  a  day  or  more  must  be  obtained 
from  the  Principal  of  the  school. 

1 1 .  Students  are  requested  not  to  harbor  Sundaj^  visitors. 

12.  Students  are  expected  to  attend  chapel  at  all  times  unless 
excused  by  the  Principal. 

13.  Wastewater  (nothing  else)  should  be  thrown  in  the  pails 
provided  in  each  room  for  the  purpose,  and  emptied  at  proper  times 
in  the  hopper  of  the  "dark  room."  All  other  refuse  matter  should 
be  thrown  into  the  box  to  be  found  in  each  dark  room. 

14.  The  use  of  the  bath  rooms  will  be  subject  to  such  regula- 
tions as  may  be  regarded  necessary  by  the  teacher  in  charge. 

15.  Students  must  not,  under  any  circumstances,  tamper  with 
the  gas,  steam,  or  water  connections..  Serious  damage  to  property, 
or  danger  to  themselves  may  result  from  failure  to  comply  with  this 
regulation. 

16.  Students  are  not  permitted  to  use  tobacco  in  any  form  within 
the  buildings  or  upon  the  grounds,  including  the  walks  surrounding 
the  same. 

17.  No  gentleman  student  shall,  at  any  time,  enter  the  ladies' 
dormitor)^,  or  rooms  th'?rein  occupied  by  ladies,  except  bj'  permission 
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of  a  member  of  the  faculty  authorized  so  to  do.  And  the  same  shall 
apply  to  the  lad}-  students  respecting  the  boj's'  dormitor\-  and  rooms. 
1 8.  All  students  shall  abstain  from  everything  that  may  have 
the  apj>earance  of  possible  evil,  or  lead  to  unfavorable  comment ,  such 
as  strolling  the  streets  or  other  places  at  night,  or  into  the  country  or 
woods  at  any  time  in  couples  of  opposite  sexes. 

Boai'Jers  and  I^oomei's  Oalside  U^e  DormUorles, 

Students  must  consiilt  the  Principal  before  contracting  rooms, 
and  must  room  at  places  indorsed  or  approved  by  the  Principal. 

•Ladies  and  gentlemen  shall  not  be  allowed  to  room  in  the  same 
house,  pro\-ided  that  brothers  and  sisters  shall  be  allowed  to  room  in 
the  same  house  where  no  other  roomers  are  taken. 

Students  shall  not  be  absent  from  their  rooming  places  after 
.seven  o'clock  in  the  evening,  without  obtaining  permission  from  the 
member  of  the  faculty  in  charge  and  al.so  informing  the  people  with 
whom  the>'  room  where  they  are  going,  and  when  they  shall  rettirn. 
Permission  cannot  be  dispensed  with,  except  when  compelled  by  un- 
foreseen causes  or  emergences  to  be  absent.  Such  absence  shall  be 
reported  to  the  Principal  without  delay,  and  the  reason  for  the  .same. 

Each  member  of  the  faculty  shall  be  charged  with  the  duty  of 
enforcing,  at  all  times  and  places,  the  rules  and  regulations  adopted 
for  the  government  of  the  .sch(X)l. 


Summer  School. 


On  the  9th  of  Jul>',  being  the  .Monday  following  the  close  of  the 
SjTring  term,  a  Summer  vSchool  of  Methods  will  open  for  the  accom- 
modation of  teachers  whose  .schools  closed  too  late  to  enable  them  to 
attend  the  vS]>ring  term.  Many  of  the  regular  students  of  the  Nor- 
mal, especially  of  the  class  of '95,  will  remain  for  the  Summer  term. 
The  faculty  of  the  Normil,  together  with  several  county  superin- 
tendents, and  one  or  two  .special  teachers,  willconstitute  the  instruct- 
ors in  the  Sunniier  Sch(M>l. 

Situated  at  an  elevation  of  [979  feet  alx^ve  tidewater,  the  Normal 
has  a  delightful  sununer  climate.  Rest  and  recreation  may  be  blended 
with  study  with  good  effect.  The  Sunnner  terms  have  been  a  .source 
o.^  pleasure  socially  as  well  as  intellectually.  IvKpenses  are  about 
the  same  per  week  as  during  other  terms.
